Mrs. Seiler s a w the tragedy which 
killed her husband. With her daugh­ 
ter and a friend who had been riding 
with them, she was .standing by the 
crossing when the train smashed into 
the car. Engineer Alfred L. Foster 
said on Monday that the three had 
tried to pull the dairyman from the 
machine when the train appeared. He 
believes that Seiler, eager to save bis 
machine, had persevered too long in 
bis efforts to extricate it. 
After the accident, Mrs. Seiler said 
the car’s engine had stopped after the! 
driver had made a wrong turn and) 
got the wheels caught between the 
rails, so that the machine could not 
get out. 
The passengers had gone to 
the farm house of Joseph Stroeh.

most systematically. In one o? the

The announcem ent of this 
act on the part of the government 
came like a bolt from a clear sky to 
the club members.

England wanted their premises to 
care for the future of the men who 
were facing death in France.

patriotic demonstration.

On m uch of the drained land the in­ 
crease of yield I# from 2 5 to IOO per 
cent, and by the increased yield and 
decreased cost of cultivation the value 
of the land Is often doubled 
Drainage improve# the physical co n ­ 
dition of the soli by m aking it more 
porous and friable. 
T hus stiff soils 
are made m ore easy to work. 
The 
roots of plants are given a greater 
feeding depth by the lowering of the 
w ater level and hence the ability of 
crops to utilise moisture is Increased. 
Well-drained soils alco absorb m ore 
rainfall th an undrained soils, thus d e ­ 
creasing erosion and dam ag e by floods.
